This system has been made obligatory in 
France, where it has been worked out success- 
fully. Under the old system about fifty were 
recognized per year in Paris. t. der 
the new system 241 were recognized in 1884, 450 
in 1885, and 873 in 1886. So successfuily has the 
system operated in France that many criminals 
are leaving that country and coming to America.

Julius S. Grinnell's commission as one of the 
Judges of the Circuit Court of Cook County 
reached the State’s-Attorney’s office from 
Springfield yesterday, and the few politicians 
Who heard of it and learned that Mr. Grinnell 
would be home from Burlington, Vt., Saturday 
were of the opinion that this would bring 
him to some determination as to wheth- 
er he would “fish or cut bait” in 
the matter of his own political future.

VILLARD IS AGAIN ON TOP. 


THE NORTHERN PACIFIC ONCE MORE 
UNDER HIS CONTROL. 


It Is to Be United on the East with the 
Wisconsin Central and on the West with 
the Oregon Transcontinental, Giving 
Chicago a Connection with the North- 
western Pacific Coast—How the Scheme 
Was Worked—Elijah Smith, Rufus 
Hatch, and Others in It. 

Said a broker last night whose sources of 
information are often trustworthy: “ Henry 
Villard has triumphed again. The Northern 
Pacific Railway is once more in his and his 
friends’ possession. It is to be united on this 
end with the Wisconsin Central and on the 
other with the Oregon Transcontinental, giv- 
ing Chicago a clean connection with the 
Northwestern Pacific coast. 

For some days Northern Pacific stock has 
been quietly taken in this city by the 
agents of Henry Villard, Elijah Smith, 
Rufus Hatch, and others. In New 
York the transfers have been made 
more extensively but. as surreptitiously. 
Rufus Hatch foretold some deal on the part 
of Villard and Smith in the New York Star. 
but would not say what the men were after. 
A gentleman to whom he confided the true 
imwardness of their scheme arrived here 
from New York yesterday with the state- 
ment that Villard had secured a majority of 
stock and proxies which have been exten- 
sively advertised for, and at the annual 
meeting of the Northern Pacific people in 


this city Thursday would bust the Fred- 
erick Billings crowd and the present di- 


rectory. 
Rufus Hatch has held a parcel of the s 
for years which, at its par value, — 
worth 000, and which time and again he 
has offe at from $1,000 to $5,000 for the lot. 
Mr. Villard on his return from Europe brought 

000,000 and unlimited backing. He 
never enjoyed his dethronement from the 
Northern Pacific rulership and his Fifth ave- 
nue mansion. He had an idea in carrying 
out his contivental railway scheme, and he 
still thinks it is not too late. The first thing 
he sought on his arrival was the rich Wis- 
consin Central crowd intrenched in Standard 
Oil and the Gogebiciron range. The scheme

The members of the new crowd are all 
energetic men who, if they get control, see in 
a triple alliance a way to meet the gigantic 
railway enterprises and deals which have 
harrassed the Northern Pacific. By taking in 
the Oregon Transcontinental the terminus 
of the road will be Seattle instead of 
Tacoma and the Japanese trade will fall 
into their hands. The meeting of the 
Wisconsin Central and Northern Pacific 
at Ashland and St. Paul, inclosing a triangle 
between those cities, Duluth, and Fargo, 
amounts to encompassing one of the newest 
and richest productive regions in ores, pine 
lands, and grain lands of the continent. 

It is a bold scheme, one which must cause 
consternation in the most influential railway 
circles. If Villard could wrest the West 
Shore and Nickel-Plate from the Vander- 
bilts, giving him straight raiis from ocean to 
ocean, his ambitions would be satisfied. As 
it is, it looks as if the Grand Trunk would 
form an important eastern connection at 
Chicago—if, as is claimed by many, the 
Northern Pacific and Wisconsin Centra: 
unite their fortunes. 

Vice-President T. J. Potter of the Union 
Pacitic arrived in this city yesterday from 
the East. During a conversation with a 
TRIBUNE reporter he stated that he attended 
while in New York conferences which had 
for their object an amicable settiement of the

EVIDENCE AGAINST MUNCHRATH. 


Bismarck Tells of the Shooting of Dr. Had. 
dock Corroborating Leavitt. 

Sr1oux Crrr. Ia., Sept.12.—[Special.]—The chief 
interest in the Munchrath case today centered in 
the testimony of Koscbnitski, commonly known 
as Bismarck. He is an informer, and testi- 
fied that he was hired to “slug” Haddock, and 
was present at the murder. It is evidence very 
damaging to Munchrath. He testified that on 
the night of the murder he was with Munchrath 
on the streets, and that the latter was watching 
with him for the return of Haddock to the 
livery stable. He says he saw Munch- 
rath, With Arensdorf, Leader, Leavitt. and 
the other defendants, come out of Junk's saloon, 
when notified of Haddock’s return, and that he 
walkea with them down to the corner of Fourth 
and Water streets. Bismarck declares that 
when Arensdorf stepped out from the crowd and 
shot Haddock he (Bismarck) was standing about 
fifteen feet from Munchra Bismarck's testi- 
mony throughout dovetails with the statements 
of Leavitt.

THE SHOOTING OF MRS. HENRY SEILE. 


Frank Rinkenberger Held to Await the Ac- 
tion of the Grand Jury. 

Frank Rinkenberger, the lad who shot Mrs. 
Henry Seile near Grosse Point yesterday morn- 
ing, and his companion, Fred Dahms, were 
brought to the city about 4 o'clock yesterday 
morning by Deputy Sheriff Frake, who feared 
that the excited residents of Grosse Point and 
Northfield might hang them. The deputy kept 
them at his house Sunday night, as the 
jail at Grosse Point was too frail astructure for 
their safekeeping, and thinks the young men 
would have been hanged had he not taken this 
precaution. Yesterd y afternoon the prisoners 
were taken to Northfield, where the inquest was 


held, the excitement having subsided somewhat, 
many of the people being inclined to think that 
after all the shooting may not have been inten- 
tional. Rinkenberger did not appear particular- 
ly depressed over his situation. He steadily 
maintained that the killing was accidental. 
Deputy Coroner Barrett reached the home of 
the Seiles shortly after 1 o'clock and impaneled 
his jury. There were perhaps 150 of the neigh- 
bors of the family present. Strangely enough, 
not one of the witnesses saw the shooting, though 
they observed the rifle in Rinkenberger's hands. 
At the time of the killing the wagon containing 


Mr. and Mrs. Seile was a little to the right 
of the target at which — 
shot — a piece of tobacco — and ar 


enough behind it to receive a bullet fired from a 
weapon defiected sufficiently to miss the target 
by eight or ten inches. Fred Dahms, who is 
held as a witness against Rinkenberger, and who 
was quoted as saying that Mrs. Seile 
was ot as the result of a wager, de- 
nied having said anything of the kind. 
He said he cautioned Rinkenberger to wait until 
the funeral had passed farther down the road. 

The jury returned a verdict recommending that 
Rinkenberger be held to the grand jury for hav- 
ing caused Mrs. Seile's death. In talking of the 
matter Mr. Seile spoke of the invasions the 
country people were subjected to by parties from 
the city, declaring that unless the thing 
were stopped the country people would have to 
organize to prevent their houses being carried 
away from over their heads. After the inquest 
Rinkenberger and Dahms were brought back to 
the city and lodged in the county jail again.

MR. BAYARD’S DIPLOMACY. 


HE ALLOWS HIMSELF TO BE OUTWIT- 
TED BY ENGLAND. 


A Treaty Has Been Signed by the King of 
the Tonga Islands Giving Great Brit- 
ain Control in Foreign Relations—The 
Secretary's Treatment of His Assistant— 
Some Experiments in Making Sugar 
from Sorghum — Other W 
News. 


Wasmxorox, D. C., Sept. 12.—[ Special. 
These are important days for American in- 
terests in the South Pacific Islands. Secre- 
tary Bayard has had a policy there, and, un- 
like his European diplomacy, it has not been 
entirely discreditable. The Sandwich, the 
Samoan, and the Tonga Islands are all cen- 
tres of diplomatic intrigue, and in all of these 
islands the United States, England, ana Ger- 
many are rivals. The latest advices from 
Honolulu have not bettered the outlook there. 
It is known that both the English and the 
German representatives are working against 
the ratification of the Hawaiian reciprocity 
treaty. The Senate last spring refused to 
extend this treaty except on condition that 
the United States be given a coaling station 
off Pear! Island Harbor. While this was 
hostile to British and German interests, the 
rights of the United States in the 
Sandwich Islands are so strong that 
little fear is felt about the amended 
treaty being ultimately ratified. In Samoa 
it happens that England and the United 
States will find it necessary to unite in re- 
pelling the aggressions of Germany.. Bis- 
marck has long had a jealous eye on Samoa, 
and though the pretexts of the German fleet 
for dethroning King Malietoa were trivial an 
extended diplomatic correspondence will 
probably follow before Germany backs down 
from her high-handed course. In Tonga 


Great Britain seems to have euchred the 


United States and Germany. According to 
a dispatch from Berlin Great Britain has just 
concluded a treaty with the King of the 
Tonga Islands, under which the monarch 
will cede nothing to a foreign Power without 
the assent of England. The treaty is an un- 
leasant surprise to Germany, as the Tonga 
slands have been considered a prom- 
ising field for German enterprise. Not 
only is this announcement  unpleas- 
ant to Germany, but it has deeply cha- 
ned the State Department officials. The 
onga Islands are more popularly known as 
the Friendly Isles, and were discovered by 
Capt. Cook. They are in the Southern Pa- 
cific and are of group of which the Fiji 
and Samoan Islands are best known. The 
soil 1s fertile and the climate very favorable 
for Europeans. Realizing its commercial ad- 
van the State Department last year en- 
tered into negotiations and concluded a treaty 
with King George of Tonga, by which diplo- 
matic and consular relations were to be es- 
tablished between Tonga and the United 
States. The State Department found the 
King to be intelligent and anxious to be 
brought into more intimate relations with 
this country. Congress, however, refused to 


make any appropriation for the service, and

BAYARD’S ILI-TREATMENT OF PURTER. 

Secretary Bayard has not yet returned to 
the city, although Assistant Secretary of 
State Porter left the Department Saturday, 
and there is no reason for his staying away 
to avoid meeting the man he snubbed so 
offensively. In addition to srubbing Gov. 
Porter in the negotiations on the fisheries 
question information is now coming to light 
which shows that Bayard mistreated him in 
every respect. As Assistant Secretary Gov. 
Porter was at the head of the Consular 
service, but many things in connection with 
that branch of the office have been done 
without consulting him. A notable case hap- 
pened in August which hastened Gov. Port- 
er’s resignation. Consul Heenan, stationed at 
Odessa, Russia, declined to certify to an 
invoice of goods sent by Jonn Martin & Co. 
to Oelrichs & Co., New York, because the 
Odessa firm refused to furnish a power of 
attorney showing them to be the agents of 
the New York house. This was in accord- 
anee with the law. The New York house 
complained to the State Department. Secre- 
tary Bayard obtained an opinion from the 
Treasury on a stated case which did not fit 
the one in question, showing that the invoice 
ought to have been certified. This was done 
without the courtesy of even mentioning the 
matter to Gov. Porter. Having proceeded 
that far, Secretary Bayard wrote a telegram 
to Consul Heenan directing him to certify 
the invoice. This was sent to Gov. Porter 
for his signature. Gov. Porter looked 
the matter over and was convinced 
that Consul Heenan was right in re 
fusing to certify the invoice and ne declined 
to sign the telegram. A stormy interview 
followed. On the heels of this came the in- 
terviews of Bayard and Porter on the ap- 
pointment of Fish Commissioners to meet 
those appointed by the British Government 
in which the assistant differed with his chiet 
and declared that there was no law for their 


appointment. Then Gov. Porter gave notice 
of his resignation and Secretary ard left 
town the nextday.

COMMISSIUNEK COLMAN’S EXPERIMENTS. 
Commissioner Colman has just returned 
from an official visit to Fort Scott, Kas., 
where the Department of Agriculture is con- 
ducting experiments in making sugar from 
sorghum by the diffusion process, and ex- 
presses himself as being dehghted with the 
results obtained already. He says the ex- 
periments consist in the trial of a new 
process in making sugar in this country 
which dispenses entirely with the costly and 
ponderous mills and steam engines, etc., and 
uses a far simpler and less expensive method 
for extracting the juice, by which all the 
saccharine matter is obtained, while by the 
former methods from 30 to 40 per cent on the 
average of the juice, even with the Southern 
sugar-cane, is left in the cane after 
passing through the mill. and with 
sorghum a still larger quantity, be- 
cause of greater difficulty in 
extracting. The new processis called the 
diffusion or saturation process. The cane is 
cut into chips and passed into a battery of 
twelve cells, each holding a ton of chips. 
Hot water is then applied which rapidly ex- 
hausts the saccharine matter so thor- 
oughly that there is scarcely a trace ot it left. 
The ceils are entirely practical, being speedi- 
ly filled, manipulated, and emptied, one man 
attending to tne entire operation. The proc- 
ess is as rapid as the old method, less — 
and enables the manufacturer to secure an 
u all the juice instead of about half as 
is sugar is sent north by the 
und.

THE PURCHASE OF BONDS. 

In regard to the of bonds by the 
Government the President said today: 

The criticisms upon the action of the Treasury 
Department for the refusal to accept any of the 
offers of bonds last Wednesday, it seems to me, 
is inconsiderately made. In the first place, the 
offers were higher, considering the lapse of time 
they had to run, than they had heretofore been, 
and did not present as favorable terms to the 
Government. In the next piace, the number of- 
fered was much less than on former occasions. 
These facts may well give rise to the inference 
that people holding bonds preferred them to 
money. The Government wants 
bonds to answer the requirements of the 
law in relation to the sinking fund and it is will- 
ing to advance interest on such bonds as are not 

t, and thus supply any immediate demand 
there may be for money. These two movements 
of the Treasury Department are calculated to re- 
lease a good deal of money and turn it into busi- 
ness channels if required. But are both 
executive acts and must be performed with due 
regard to the interests of the Government as one 
of the parties to these transactions. The com 
tition offered in the sale of bonds is a just way to 
fix their price, and will be fairly pursued as long 
as it seems to protect against an undue advantage 
on the part of sellers and results in offers which, 
upon business considerations, ought to regulate 
their value as between private parties. 

THE OMAHA LAND-GRAB. 

The acting Commissioner of the General 
Land-Office has submitted to the Secretary

Moonlighters Engage in a Fight with Ot 
cers with Fatal Effect. 

Dvus.ix, Sept. 12.—Moonlighters last night 
murdered Constable Whelan and mortally 
wounded another officer near Ennis, County 
Clare. Wheelham was killed with a bludgeon. 
Eight arrests have been made of suspected 
parties.

It is re- 
ported that Whelan was keeping watch out- 
side and that a sécond Aan moonlighters 
came up, battered in his with stones, 
and then decamped.

The Irish Patriot Cast into a Dungeon— 
Attacked by the Police. 

Dousiin, Sept. 12.—William O’Brien, who 
was arrested at Kingstown yesterday, was 
conveyed to Mitchellstown this morning in 
the custody of an officer. He was accom- 
panied by Timothy Harrington and his coun- 
sel. He was enthusiastically received by a 
large crowd on his arrival in Limerick. In 
an address Mr. O'Brien said he never went on 
a journey which promised better for the 
cause of Ireland than the one he is now 


. The Government might close his 
lips, but there was a spirit left in Ireland to- 
day that all the bayonets at their command 
could not silence. 

The Mayor, members of the municipality, 
and many prominent citizens met Mr. O’ Brien 
at the Cork depot. Two hundred policemen 
and a strong force of military escorted Mr. 
O’Brien to the court-house, where a formal 
charge was made against him and he was re- 
manded to jail. The streets were crowded 
with people. The Mayor complained to Mag-

Stones were thrown at the police escorting 
Mr. O’Brien, and several of them were 
wounded.

THE SWEET BARD OF AVON. 


Shakspeare Contributed 7,000 New Words 
to the Language. 

Every number of the New English Dic- 
tionary’ will be to Shakspereans worth the 
cost of the whole Work. It will throw a thou- 
sana side-lights Shakspeare’s language 
which they have always longed for but could 
never hope to behold. How much of our vo- 
cabulary and its significance can be traced 
back no further than the great dramatist will 
be revealed so clearly that he who runneth 
may read. Something of this disclosure may 
be seen in any fraction of the stupendous 
work. Turning over the first 200 pages 
of the first number it will be ascertained 
that 146 words are first found in Shaks- 
peare, either altogether or in some of 
their meanings. At this rate our to- 
tal indebtedness cannot be 
for 7,000 Shakspearean words or meanings. 
Rome owed only one word to Julius Cesar. 
The nature of our debt will be more appar- 
ent if we examine some of these hundred 
and a half of Shakspearean words, all so near 
the beginning of the aifabet that the last of 
them is air.“ We owe the poet tne first 
use of the word air itself in one of its 
senses as a noun, and in three as a verb or 
participle. He first said air- drawn and 
*“‘airless.’?” He added a new signification to 
“airy” and “aerial” Nobody before him 
had written “aired,” and more than a tithe 
of Ahe verbal gifts now in view were such 
perfect participles. Wellnigh as many were 
adverbs. In no previous writer have Dr. 
Murray’s Argus eyes detected “ accidental- 
ly,” nor any of the following: Abjectly,” 
0 acutely,“ ‘‘admiringly,”’ 0 adoptedly,“ „ d- 
versely.” How our fathers could exist so 
long without some of these vocables must 
move our special wonder. To absolutely,“ 
“ accordingly,”? “actively,” and “ affection- 
ately’? Shaksveare added a new sense. It 
is not a little surprising that the word 
“abreast? was never printed before the 
couplet: 

My soul shall thine k company to Heaven: 

Tarry, sweet soul, for e, then fly abreast. 

Of the 146 words and meanings first given 
us by Shakspeare at least two-thirds are of 
classical origin. Baconians will say that 

‘such a gift could not by any possibility come 
from a man of small Latin and less Greek.“ 
Others will enlarge their ideas of what Ben 
Jonson meant by small.“ The strangest 
thing seems to that so few of Shaks- 
’s mnovations—not so much as one- 
fth—have become obsolete. He gave them 
not only life but immortality. It is perhaps 
equally noteworthy that while he was never 
read so much as today, no writer before him 
(and scarcely one of his contemporaries) 
cited as authors of words and senses is now 
read at all, save by ial students. 

The question, “Where did Shakspeare 
get his novelties in language?’ who cun 
answer? His accoutred was in print 
ten years before any other writer gives us 
any form of this verb, which it is agreed 
comes from Latinthrough French. The noun 
“accoutrement’’ was earlier, but only in 
rare books. In one instance Shakspeare is er- 
roneously said to show the earliest specimen 
of a certain meaning. Act,“ as one of the 
main divisions in a dramatic work, is credit- 
ed to Shakspeare in 1613. But this word is in 
the epilog of Henry VIII.,“ which, down- 
ward from Dr. Jonson, has not been regard- 
ed as Shakspeare’s work in any line of it. 
In no one of the Shakspearean dramas as 
published in the author's lifetime is there any 
division into “acts” at all. The quarto of 
the Merry Wives,“ 3 three years 
after the author's death, shows no acts or 
scenes. In the first folio, published seven 
years after his death, the modern separation 
into parts occurs. It is indicated, however, 
only by Latin words, as actus primus, secun- 
dus, etc. Our indisputable Shakspearean 
debts are too great to need any doubtful ad- 
ditions. In one case, however, Dr. Murray 
fails torender to Shakspeare his due. Ke- 
garding Adonis in Greek my nology, his first 
citation dates from 1766. He forgot this line 
in Henry VI.“: 

Thy promises are like Adonis’ gardens, 
as well as Fetch thee straight Adonis,” in 
“Taming the Shrew.”

DEATH AT THE CROSSING. 
HOW THE RAILROADS WRIGGLE OUT 
OF DAMAGES. 


Removing the Evidence Against Them— 
Queer Findings of Coroner’s Juries—A 
Too-Zealous Witness—Caught by a Sharp 
Lawyer—Why Should the Roads Wait 
for an Order of the Council to Erect 
Safety-Gates? 

If the railroad companies would exercise 
as much skill in protecting human life as 
they display in evading the payment of dam- 
ages there would be little cause for com- 
plaint. There is hardly a lawyer in Chicago 
who is not conversant with the wily, if not 
shady, practices of the great railway corpo- 
rations in their treatment of Coroner’s juries. 
The company seems to assume that the vic- 
tim deliberately and mahciously committed 
suicide, and that the railroad is an injured 
party insomuch that the train had to be 
stopped for the purpose of picking up the re- 
mains of the departed. 

„1 had a case a short time ago,“ said a 
lawyer who has handled a number of similar 
cases, “in which we had positive evidence 
that the train that killed the husband of my 
client was running thirty miles an hour. 
We also had proof that there was 
no flagman in the vicinity at the 
time. Well, sir, the railroad company 
brought forward witnesses who swore that 
the train was not going faster than six miles 
an hour, that the whistle was blowing and 


the bell ringing. An overzealous witness 
spoiled the case for the company, however, 
by swearing that in addition to the other pre- 
cautions this particular train had a man run- 
ning ahead of the engine for the purpose of 
keeping people off the track. Ido not insin- 
uate that the Coroner’s office 1s in any way 
responsible for the peculiar state of affairs, 
but it is at least a singular coimcidence that 
about the same gang of men used to sit upon 
all cases where people were killed by locomo- 
tives. With rare exceptions they find that 
the deceased came to his death from reck- 
lesness on his and that the company is 
entirely blameless. Such a verdict is almost 
invariably rendered when arailway employéis 
the victim. An oid ana trusted employé was 
recently killed by a railroad, just outside the 
city limits. He was sitting at the forward 
side door of the baggage-car and put his head 
outside a moment. He was struck by a gate 
which had been so placed as to protect two 
tracks. The end of the gate was about six 
inches from the car. The force of the blow 
knocked him out of the car and he died the 
nextday. The day he died a gangof men 
moved the gate two feet further back from 
the track, and, acting under orders from 
a high official, —_ dug the ground ail up 
for a radius of fully six feet around the place 
where the post formerly stood. After destroy- 
ing all evidence that would tend to implicate 
the company they instructed the gateman— 
an ignorant Pole who could not speak or un- 
derstand English—to swear that the endof 
the gate was over two feet from the cars. 
He did this, but afterwardsconfessed that he 
was instructed to do so.” 

A railroad employé whois known to relate 
the particulars of an accident is promptly 
discharged by the outraged company. The 
company’s attorneys take immediate charge 
of the case, and in the majority of instances 
a compromise is effected, the relatives of the 
victim accepting a few hundred dollars rather 
than fight against the overwhelming re- 
sources of a railway corporation. In case a 
compromise is not made the litigation will be 
prolonged until the technicalities of the law 
ure exhausted. 

„know what it is to fight a railroad,” 
said Mr. H. K. Elkins, a weli-known retired 
business-man. “The Grand Trunk killed a 
fine team of horses belonging to a cozple of 
young men, one of whom I was backing in 
business. The company would not pay a 
cent, and the 0 thought it was no use to 
fight the case. I had nothing else to do, and 
so I had a suit for damages commenced. 
They fought it through three courts, and 
finally had to settle. They claimed that 
they were running eight miles an hour over 
Twenty-sixth street, and the engineer took 
the stand and swore that that was the case. 
I did not blame him. It was bread and but- 
ter for his wife and children. They ad- 
mitted that they were on time at the 
depot and at a station three miles 
outside the city limits. My lawyer then 
demonstrated that if was true the train 
must have run the three miles outside the 
city at the rate of 125 miles an hour. That 
knocked them out. Then I had them fined 
and they commenced to beg for mercy and 
promi to erect gates. ‘The Citizens’ As- 
sociation took hold of the matter and it was 
afterwards dropped. The companies can 
and should be forced to erect gates and keep 
— men at crossings twenty-four hours a 

ay. They keep aman at some crossings un- 
til 6 o’clock and then he goeshome. The 
gates stand there with uplifted arms invit- 
ing the driver to go across. Why, from 7 un- 
til 10 o’clock is about the only time that a 
man hasn't some show for his lite.“ 

A number of railroad officials were inter- 
viewed Saturday and asked what they were 
going to do about it. Without exception they 
were of the opinion that gates should be 
erected. Many of them had the same views 
a year ago, but the gates were never ordered. 
President Hughitt of the Northwestern is 
— for a general order from the City 
Council. The others are waiting tor Mr. 
Hughitt. It does not seem to have occurred 
to these gentlemen that such an order is not 
absolutely imperative before gates can be 
erected. The roads have no discretion, how- 
ever, in the matter of flagmen, notwithstand- 
ing some of the officials hold that opinion. 
Here is the ordinance— Article 15, Sec. 1,841: 

All railroad companies whose track or tracks 
cross or intersect any of the streets in the City 
of Chicago east of the west line of Western ave- 
nue, or north of the south line of Egan avenue 
(Thirty-ninth street), and also at all crossings of 
street or horse railways, shall station, keep, and 
maintain atall times, at their own expense, at 
each and every of said street and railway cross- 
ings, a flagman, whose duty it shall be to signal 
persons traveling in the direction of any or either 
of the crossings and warn them of the approach 
ofany locomotive, engine, or any impending 
danger. 

It will be observed that the language of the 
above is incapable of being distorted into two 
meanings. The City Council is given power 
to order the construction and erection of 
suitable gates. It is for this order that the 
railroad companies are waiting with a pa- 
tience that is almost: pitiful. When the 
Council gives the word there will doubtless 
be a 2 rush to see who will get there 
first. if, however, these great companies 
are awaiting the permission of the Council to 
employ several hundred flagmen, Tue Tris-

which should remove all doubt upon this 
important topic. 


Homicides by Railway Managers. 

Onicado, Sept. 10.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une. |—Queer talk this of General Manager 
Marvin Hughitt of the Northwestern Rail- 
road about the homicides committed by his 
company at the street-crossings. He slips 
away from the issue about compliance with 
the laws requiring flagmen, and talks pon- 
derously of some new regulations about 
safety-gates and fences, etc., which he 
thinks the Council should make. Of what 
use is it to pass new laws when he refuses to 
obey the old laws? He is the executive head 
of a corporation so rich that it lately, by a 
stroke of the pen, wiped out from its ac- 
counts $10,000,000 of surplus invested in new 
tracks, depots, and other improvements. 
And yet he is so indifferent to the duty of 
obeying the laws and to the loss of lives of 
poor men, women, and children that he delib- 
erately and continuously refuses to spend the 
few thousands of dollars needed to furnish 
flagmen at the crossings, as required by the 
laws of Chicago.

estate. Without giving the amount of his bill, 
Dr. Simmons explamed how a bill could reach 
very large proportiqns. He had attended Mr.

He Wants to Become a Citizen, but Re- 
fuses to Obey the Laws. 

New YORK, Sept. 12.—(Special.]—Johann Most, 
the fiery Anarchist, has become greatly enraged 
in the last two days over the editorial expression 
of one of the leading newspapers here that So- 
cialists and Anarchists should not be admitted to 
citizenship, and that it was a reproach to the 
community that any of them had been admitted 
to citizenship. So at a meeting of Anarchists 
yesterday he announced that he would march 
to court today and demand the right to file 
his preliminary papers. His followers resolved 
to go to the court-house with Most and help him 
to beard the monopolist lion, the Clerk of the Su- 
perior Court, in his den. Mr. Charles Boez, the 
Clerk of the Superior Court, had heard of Most’s 
defiant threatand was waiting for him, Iam 
Herr Most, said the Anarchist, and I want to 
declare my intentions. Mr. Boes asked him if 
he was wil to swear fidelity tothe Consti- 
tution of the United States and was 
willing to do all he could to promote 
the happiness of the people liv under it. 
He said he was. Do you believe in obeying the 
laws that are passed under the Constitution by 
means of the proper authorities?’ “If they are 
good laws. If the laws are detrimental to the in- 
terests of 24 I believe that force should 
be used to t hem. “Have you not been 
sentenced tothe penitentiary for violating the 
laws?” “Yes; but those laws are unconstitu- 
tional. Iwas unjustly convicted. I will resist 
tyranny wherever I find it.“ 

Mr. Boez thereupon told him that he should 
decline to administer the oath to him or to allow 
him to take any steps toward becoming a citi- 
zen, basing his deciination on Most's refusal to 
obey the laws.

CROOKED COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


The Grand Jury at Atlanta, Ga., Creates a 
Sensation. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 12.— [Special. — The grand 
jury of this county today caused a sensation by 
calling upon certain members of the County 
Commission to resign. In 1882 certain of the rec- 
ords of Fulton County were stolen. The theft 
created a great sensation at the time, and, as the 
books covered the period directly after the war, 
when there were frequent changes of real es- 
tate, it interfered seriously with land transfers. 
Later, James D. Collins, who for several years 
had been Clerk of the county, announced that 
he had copies of the books, and of- 
fered to make complete abstracts, 
on his own account, and finally secured 

rmission to complete his copies of the other 

ks. Thus fortified, he sold the whole for a 
round sum to a company known as the Fulton 
County Abstract Company and took an inter- 
est in the company. The people demanded 
that as the company had been permitted 
to complete its record of the county books that 
as a return favor the 1 should permit the 
county to get full copies of the missing records. 
It was then discovered that Mr. Collins was a 
member of the County Commission, and with 
Messrs. Hunnicutt and Wilson, forming a major- 
ity of the commission, absolutely refused to make 
the demand of the people effective. It is at this 
riod that the grand jury steps in with the dec- 
aration that the County Commissioners who 
hold interests in the abstract company shall 
resign at once. Further developments are 
awaited with interest. The missing records are 
valued at $100,000. 


Trouble in the Alabams Colored University.

Chicago and St. Louis Passenger Rates 
—Notes. 


The announcement in Sunday’s Trreuwe that 
the scrimmage between the various Eastern rail- 
roads for the Philadelphia centennial constitu- 
tional celebration had resulted im the reduction 
of the regular passenger fare by the Niagara 
Falls Short Line to 86 trom Chi- 
cago to New York caused considera- 
ble excitement in Eastern railroad circles. It was 
not believed that any road would have the cour- 
age to reduce the reguiar fare to New York, no 
matter how great the provocation, because a re- 
duction in the regular rate carried with it a cor- 
responding reduction to all points this side of 
New York where the rate is more than 618. 
Thus tar none of the other roads have met the 
rate made by the Niagara Falls Short Line, 
none of them being willing to destroy their rates 
to interior points, and also because it would 
require a ten days’ notice before rates could be 
advanced again. They thought they could well 
afford to let the Niagara Falls Short Line enjoy 
the advantage of a $15 rate to New York alone, 
as the low excursion rates they had previously 
inaygurated would insure them a fair proportion 
of the traffic. This conclusion, however, was 
reached before the roads had heard of the 
action of some of the lines running east 
from St. Louis. Advices were received here last 
eve that the Ohio & Mississippi, in view of 
the uction made in the regular rate from Chi- 
cago, had reduced the regular rate from St. 
Louis to New York to $17, and that the Wabash 
had decided to meet the rate. This may, after 
all, compel the Chicego roads to meet the 
Niagara Falls Shorts Line rate of $15. as 
otherwise the bulk of the Southwest- 
ern traffic will go dy way of St. Louis. 
As matters now stand the Chicago & Grand 
Trunk is selling tickets to Philadeiphia and re- 
turn for $16.45, and also at 828 to New York and 
return. The Pennsylvania and the Vanderbilt 
lines are selling 2 tickets to Philadel- 
phia and return for $24, and to New York and re- 
turn for #28. The Baltimore & Ohio sells round- 
trip tickets to Philadelphia at $24. The Chicago 
& Atlantic makes arate of $16.50 to Philadelphia 
and return and $28 to New York and return. The 
Niagara Falis Short Line makes a straight $15 
rate to New York, and also sells round-trip tick- 
ets to Philadelphia at $16.50. 

It is the prevailing opinion that this muddle 
caused by the reckless and indiscriminate issue 
of excursion tickets to the Centennial celebra- 
tion will culminate in a general and permanent 
reduction in the regular passenger fares between 
Ghicago and the East. fact that the existin 
tariff rates are too high is generally admit 
and these rates present the opportunity for in- 
discriminate cutting of excursion rates whenever 
an opportunity offers. There can be no good 
reason who a rate of one cent a mile 
should be made for an occasion like the Phila- 
delphia celebration and regular passengers 
at ordinary times should be charged three cents 
per mile, especially when the majority of the 
cheap excursion tickets find their way into the 
hands of scalpers and are used to demoralize reg- 
ular business. It seems to be the sole desire of 
the railroads at present to run their passenger 
business for the benefit of thescalpers. The gen- 
eral public is made to pay exorbitant rates at 
the regular offices in order to give the 
scalpers as much business as possible and allow 
them to reap a rich harvest. It seems rather 
queer that the railroads can afford to make a rate 
of one cent per mile to the Philadelphia celebra- 
tion and at the same time insist that they cannot 
afford to sell 1,000-mile tickets to commercial 
travelers, who are on tne road all the year round 
for two and one-half cents 

r mile. It is about time that 
air and reasonable rates are made 
to everybody and on all occasions, and that the 
railro do their ticket selling themselves in- 
stead of having it done through the scalping of- 
fices. Being prevented from giving passes and 
stopping the payment of commissions and reck- 
less r the railroads can reduce their 
regular rates ohe-half and make more money on 
— passenger business than they ever did be- 
ore. 


Chicago and St. Louis Passenger Rates.

It was also agreed 
to sell tickets for the Chicago Exposition at a 
fare and a third for the round trip, with price of 
admission tickets added, from all points in IIIi- 
nois except within twenty-five miles from St. 


Louis. 

The Alton found opportunity during the meet- 
ing to get even with the Wabash for cutting the 
Kansas City rate in two because the Alton had 
made a mistake in the issue of its harvest excur- 
sion tickets. The representative of the Alton 

roduced several round-trip tickets of Wabash 

ue which had been found in scalpers’ hands 
and were sold at a rate of $10.10 to St. Louis and 
return, these tickets being limited for going 
assage to Sept. 18 and return to Sept. 18. The 
abash representative claimed the tickets had 
been issued by mistake. The Alton, however, 
claimed there was no basis for the mistake, as 
there was no circular authorizing a reduced rate 
from Chicago, and could see no good reason why 
it — 4 — any more that tne Wabash 
made a mistake in issuing those tickets 
Wabash believed the Alton 
made a mistake in issuing the 
harvest excursion tickets. The Alton repre- 
sentative took the generous position, however, 
that the making of mistakes by passenger agents 
was not confined to his line only, and that he 
could undeistand how a mistake ot that kind 
could be made, although there was evidently no 
basis for making it. e accepted the explana- 
tion of the Wabash, and simply asked for the re- 
demption of the tickets at the rates at which the 
Wabash Railway has sold them.

All Serene with the Union Pacific. 

Mr. T. J. Potter, Vice-President of the Union 
Pacific Railway, arrived yesterday from New 
York, and in the course of a talk with a TRIBUNE 
reporter emphatically denied the reports that 
there is any misunderstanding between himself 
and President Adams. Their relations, he said, 
are of the most amicable and friendly nature, and 
Mr. Adams has made no attempt whatever to in- 
terfere with him in the management of the road.

The West-Siders Want More Pay, the North- 
Siders Some Men Put Back to Work.

It was reported yesterday that 
a committee of eleven would wait on Superin- 
tendent Threedy and demand the, reinstatement 
lof the discharged men. The Superintend- 
jent said: “It is now 5 o'clock 
and 1 bare seen no committee and

men discharged. We are obliged to dismiss a 
man every now and then for the infraction of 
some of the rules of the company. This may 
have occasioned dissatisfaction, but it has taken

The West Side Conductors’ aud Drivers’ Asso- 
ciation held a secret session over a week ago. 

For over a month the association has been de- 
bating the question of demand an increase in 
pay. The sentiment was divided upon the 
amount it would de ovolicy to demand. 
The present rate of wagesis 20 cents an hour, 
and a few were opposed to asking for more at the 
present time. The great majority, however, held 
that the West Side men were receiving iess pay 
than the employés of the other companies. 
few were in favor of demanding 25 cents an hour. 
After a long debate it was decided to demand an 
increase of two cents an hour. and a committee 
of five with Luke Coyne as Chairman was a 
pointed and instructed to notify Mr. Jones that 
cents an hour was not too much pay for members 
of the association. The committee waited upon 
President Jones last Wednesday and were re- 
ferred to Superintendent Cregier. He explains 
the situation as follows: 

A committee of five, one from each division 
ot the road, called upon the officers of the com- 
pany last week. ey wanted a number of 
changes made in the method of conducting af- 
fairs, little details that come under my depart- 
ment. We had a quiet talk upon this matter, and 
succeeded in arranging everything satisfactorily 
to all concerned. ey then requested that their 
pay be raised from 20 to 22 cents an hour. This 
is a matter with which no one but the Board 
of Directors can deal, and I had to 
refer the request to them. The board holds a 
regular meet about the middle of this month, 
and will doubtiess take the question under con- 
sideration. No threats were made and tne com- 
mittee expressed themselves as perfectly willing 
to await the decision of the board. I have no 
idea what action will be taken. Two cents an 
hour for over 1,000 men is a great deal of money 
in the course of a fear. The men also asked that 
ten hours be a minimum day's work. We now 
have a man men in the employ of the com- 
pany who take a car any time they can get one 
and who do not average more than one or two 
trips a day. The committee desired a reform in 
this matter and .were referred to the Board of 
Directors.” 

Wat do your men want?” asked the reporter 
of a clerk at the West Side Office. 

“They want the earth,” was the response. 
“ Look here,” said the clerk, unrolling a paper 
covered with long columns of figures in tabu- 
lated form. two cents an hour at twelve hours 
a 1 oe 1,200 men is $288 a day.

No army officer who has 
made a reputation for efficiency in the specialty 
of rifle competitions would accept such super- 
vision unless assured that all necessary appli- 
ances and preliminaries were guaranteed. To

the centennial celebration of 
the 17th inst. is the centennial anniversary, not 
— the establishment of the Federal Constitution, 
rap the adjournment of the Federal Conven- 
ay of the promulgation of its work 
States for adoption, it is essentially the 
centennial anniversary of that most remarkable 
body of men. Viewing it thus it must be a mat- 
ter of interest to learn the causes which gave to 
the convention of 1787 its high character, and to 
its work its unexampled permanence. 

The men who constituted the convention were 
men not only of great learning, familiar with the 
speculative writings of the leading minds of 
Europe, but they were endowed with political 
wisdom, with practical common sense in matters 
of government, distilled from centuries of polit- 
ioal experience in the management of free insti- 
tutions. It was the conjoint influence of these 
two elements that shaped our §institu- 
tions. Happily, however, the speculative 
was always subordinated by our Revolutionary 
Statesmen to the practical. While some of the 
generalities of speculative writers crept into our 
Declaration of Independence and our Bills of 
Rights, the sohd framework of our constitutions 
was of British oak, but of British oak which had 
deen replanted in American soil, and from it had 
sucked those juices which made it a product 
strictly American. How fortunate it was for us 
that the men of the convention conserved only 
that which was sound and adapted to their new 
conditions in the colonial establishments, allow- 
ing the glittering generalities of Rousseau and 
other specialists to be embodied only in our Bills 
of Rights as theoretical definitions of rights and 
wrongs, or to color the rhetoric of their public 
utterances, may be seen by observing the disas- 
trous fate of the various French constitutions in 
which the proportions of those constituent ele- 
ments were reversed. Of the first eleven French 
constitutions, M. Laboulaye says, every one was 
the fruit or the oause of a revolution. The rea- 
son was what each was an attempt to establish 
theoretical institutions framed in their closets 
by speculative writers. As America, under the 
guidance of the convention, made absolutely no 
change in her colonial constitutions, the out- 
growth of English liberties, which was not neo- 
essary to adapt them to a republic, those institu- 
tions have lived a hundred and bid fair to sur- 
vive a thousand years, and that with daily-increas- 
ing strength. 

Iv is fair to mention, however, as giving greater 
permanence to the work of the Federal Conven- 
tion than that of the States, the circumstances 
that the former framed a government partiy for 
individuals but mainly for communities already 
politically organized—that is, for the States. 
Had there continued to be a considerable opposi- 
tion to the plan of government proposed, and 
had the opposition been local or sectional, that 
plan could hardly have been put in operation 
without an appeal to arms. Thué, had there 
been an attempt on the part of the 
Federal Convention to carry into effect 


happiness, 

laraton of Independence, the Constitution of 
1788 would never have been submitted to the 
States, and much less have been adopted 
and have endured as it has. That the deo- 
laration of the abstract right of all men to liber- 
ty was allowed to stand in the great manifesto 
of the Revolution was because, on the one 
hand, no effort was made to give to it immediate 
effect, and, on the other, all parties, both at the 
North and the South, believed that time would 
speedily bring about the emancipation of the 
slaves, and thus redeem the principle of the 
Declaration from the realm of abstractions. In 
the States, on the contrary, whose conventions 
have toncerned themselves with the framing of 
institutions for the government of individuals 
only, merely speculative principles might be em- 
bodied in institutions at any time if a majority 
of the voters desired it: and, as a matter of fact, 
attempts thus to embody them have been the 
causes of much of the instability of our State con- 
stitutions. The Federal Convention, therefore, 
is worthy of commemoration for what may be 
styled the political continence of its members, 
in listening rather to the often unmusical voice 
of experience than to the siren strains of specu- 
lative writers in laying the foundations of the 
Republic.

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WILL YOU HAVE A CIGAR? | 


A VISIT TO A CIGAR-FACTORY AND 
HOW CIGARS ARE MADE. 


Learned, and the Brave Who Have 
Smoked Their Pipes from the Time of 
Sir Walter Raleigh—The Etiquet of the 
Cigar. 

There were over 5,000,000,000 cigars manu- 
factured in the United States in 1886. In 1884 
there were a little over 8,000,000,000 made, 
and in 1880 a little over 2000, 000, 000. It is, 
therefore, safe to assume that the use of the 
fascinating weed is not on the decrease and 
that the Anti-Tobacco Society is not making 
much headway. 

in Chicago, it is said, the cigar industry 1s 
rapidly increasing. There were 125,000,000 
cigare made here last year, and there are 100 
factories and places, large and small, where 
cigars are made, employing all the way from 
150 workmen down to the two dexterous 
hands of the ownerofashop. A manager of 
one of the larger establishments of this city 
says that there are 2,000 men and 1,000 wom- 
— and clyidren employed in making cigars 

re. 

A cigar is composed of the “filler,” the 
“ bidder,” and the “wrapper,” though the 
best cigars made by the best workmen have 
no binder. Machinery has not yet been 
trained to make a perfect cigar, though 
there is quite an ingenious machine with a 
roller strap like the letter S into which they 
feed common tobacco, and it turns out very 
common cigars, doing the whole work from 
filler to wrapper, but it is not very good work. 
Then there are mold-made cigars, in which 
the fillers have been bunched and pressed, 
the binders and wrappers being put on by 
hand. And there are also shaper-made 
cigars, the fillers being shaped in a mold or 
press and then wrapped. But the best cigars 
are made by hand from filler to wrapper, and 
the best of all cigarmakers is the Spaniard. 


A good many stories are told of the general“ 


filthiness of cigar-making as it is conducted 
on the Island of Cuba; how imperfectly clad 
young women of the African race roll and 
shape the tobacco, M off one end and 
shaping the other with their lipe. Ghastly 
legends are related how most workmen fasten 
the end of the cigar with saliva, and thus 
transmit cancer and other horrible diseases 
to innocent smokers. Most of these tales 
have been sent to the domain of fairy land 
long since; but however true they may be as 
to Guba it can be vouched for they do not ap- 
to a Chicago cigar factory. Cigar- 

n this city isquite as cleanly as bread-making 
or candy-making. The tobacco leaf is re- 
ceived at the factoryin bales, and the first 
process is to mig or “blow” it for the 
strippers. The strippers are usually girls, 
8 employed also. They receive 
the pened tobacco leaves, and their busi- 
nes istostrip the leaves from the centre 
~ that runs through the middle of each 
leaf. This is done by hand and requires 
some dexterity, which can only be A 
by practice. An expert stripper earns $1.25 a 
day, the less expert 75 cents and $1. The 
stalks are thrown into a heap at one side to 
be sold to the florists and eners for fum- 
iga purposes, and the leaves are made up 
into bundlesto be distributed among the 
makers at the various benches.

The nomenciature of cigars, 
next to that of race-horses, is the most 
copious in nature. Then there is the mark 
which is generally put on with a stencil-plate, 
which indicates the size, as Regalias, Con- 
chas, Petit Bouquets, or Reina Victorias. 
Next is the mark which indicates the color, 
as Claro, Colorado, and uro. Then the 
label which gives the name of the maker or 
manufactory; and, last, there are the Gov- 
ernment stamps and brands which indicate 
the taxation. After these there is not much 
space on the 7 — left. 

The prices of cigars vary according to the 
quality of the tobacco and the care with 
which they are made. They can be bought 
as low as $10 a thousand and as high as 
by wholesale. The manufacturers in the 

nited States now make as good cigars as 
can be made in Cuba. They import the to- 
bacco, which they buy by the 2 tation in 
Cuba, and there are now more Spanish cigar- 
makers in the United States than there are 
in Cuba. The result is that with good to- 
bacco and the best makers they make as 

cigars as are made at Havana.
